ACT 

to  provide  for  the  construction  of  enactments  and 
for  shortening  the  language  thereof. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Fifth  Year  of  the  Re- 
public of  India  as  follows:  —

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Repeal  of  Enactments 

Effect  of  repeal.  H.  Where  this  Act  or  any  Pepsu  Act  or  any 
Ordinance  made  under  article  213  read  with  article  238 
of  the  Constitution,  repeals  any  enactment,  then,  unless 
a different  intention  appears,  the  repeal  shall  not— 

(a)  revive  anything  not  in  force  or  existing  at

(b)  affect  the  previous  operation  of  any  enact- 
ment so  repealed  or  anything  duly  done  or 
suffered  thereunder;  or

dy may  be  instituted,  continued  or  enforced,  and  any 
such  penalty,  forfeiture  or  punishment  may  be  im- 
posed as  if  the  repealing  Act  or  Ordinance  had  not  been 
passed.

functions,  or  that  of  the  officer  by  whom  the  functions 
are  commonly  executed. 

19.  In  any  enactment  it  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  Successors, 
purposes  of  indicating  the  relation  of  a law  to  the 
successors  of  any  functionaries  or  of  corporations 
having  prepetual  succession  to  express  its  relation  to 

the  functionaries  or  corporations.

20.  In  any  enactment,  it  shall  be  sufficient,  for 
the  purpose  of  expressing  that  a law  relative  to  the 
chief  or  superior  of  an  office  shall  apply  to  the  duties 
of  subordinates  lawfully  performing  the  duties  of  that 
office  in  the  place  of  their  superior,  to  prescribe  the 
duty  of  the  superior.

24  Where,  by  any  enactment,  a power  to  make 
rules  or  bye-laws  is  expressed  to  be  given  subject  to 
the  condition  of  the  rules  or  bye-laws  being  made  after 
previous  publication,  then,  unless  such  enactment 
otherwise  provides,  the  following  provisions  shall 
apply,  namely:  —
